Destroy the Immense Car Works of 
the Cincinnati Southern Bail- 
road at Ludlow, Ky. 


CINCINNATI, 
NOV. 18,—At 2:30 this 
morning a fire started in the carpenter 
'shopof the Cincinnnati Southern rail- 
way shops at Ludlow, Ky., and spread 
with great rapidity, owing to the lack of 
water and the fact that Ludlow has no 
steam fire department. 
The immense 
car and machine shops, covering two 
acres of ground, were totally destroyed, 
together with the machinery and a large 
number of cars and material. 


The round house caught fire and it 
was at first thouRht to be doomed, but 
by the heroic efforts of the employes, 
the engines in it were removed and the 
building itself saved. 
Among the losses 
are: A Mann boudoir car, a pay car and 
private car, two Pullman care, three 
coaches, seven flats loaded with coal and 
twenty-five new freight cars. 


About 500 employes will be thrown 
out of employment. 
The buildings des- 
troyed are the car shops, machine shops, 
blacksmith, boiler and tin shops, brass 
foundry, repair shop, oil house, lumber 
shed, sand house, two water tanks, coal 
bins and the railroad supply store. 
The 
latter contained $40,000 worth of goods. 
All of these bniJdiiDgs were of wood. 


Only a street separated the village 
dwellings and the business houses from 
the flames, but the wind was favorable 
and the efforts of cititens with buckets, 
aided by the little hand engine of the 
town, kept the fire from burning the 
whole village. The burned property is 
said to be fully insured. 
The loss is 
vatiously estimated from $100,000 to 
$250,000. 


The Verdict of Lingg. 
CmoAGo, Nov. 18.—The suicide of 
Louis Liugg, the handsome young an- 
archist, was investigated by the coro- 
ner's jury. 
Jailer Folz testified that 
Lingg killed himself with a small bomb, 
and exhibited a half-dozen twisted and 
blood-stained pieces of gas pipe which 
were found in Lingg's cell after the ex 
plosion. 
How Lingg obtained the bomb 
the jailer could not say. 
It was sup- 
posed he had it concealed in his thick 
hair. 
Other jail officials testified to the 
same effect and the jury found a verdict 
of "death from shock, hemorrh«ge and 
fatty embolism of the lungs, caused by 
the explosion of a bomb about two 
inches long and half an inch in diame- 
ter and filled with dynamite, said bomb 
being exploded by his own hand with 
suicidal intent on Nov. 10, A. D. 1887." 


Printers Arrested for a Test Case. 
CmoAGO, Nov. 18.—John L. Bancroft 
and Beth Van Allen, 
two striking 
printers, who, it is said, have been active 
in inducing "rat" printers to leave the 
employ of Poole Bros., 308 Dearborn 
.street, were arrested on complaint of 
\ h a t firm, charged with conepiracy, re 
suiting in the injury of their business. 
The men were placed under 81,000 bonds 
to appear next Tueeiday for trial. 
It will 
be made a test case. 
The law bearing 
upon this and all similar cases was 
passed at the last session of the state 
legislature and has been the topic for 
denunciation by every trades union in 
Illinois. 


The Anarchists' Organ. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 18—To-day the ^IARM, 
of which Parsons, the anarchibt, was 
editor, was iseued for the first time since 
the execution. 
The leading article, 
written by Dyer D. Lum, the successor 
of Parsons, says: 
"The former editor of 
the Alarm has been strangled to death 
by the state. 
The seal of legal disap- 
proval has been placed upon free speecli. 
Henceforth workingmen 
and women 
must keep silent or only clamor for re- 
lief through the lines laid down for 
them."

PITTSBURG, Nov. 18,—The Beeeemer 
rail manufacturers, twelve in number, 
have decided to order a general suspen- 
sion of work. 
The time has not been 
fixed, but it is expected to occur on the 
Ist of December. 
The cause is the un- 
satisfactory condition of the rail market. 
The suspension will throw an immense 
number out of employment in the mills 
of the coke regions. 


Mrs. Engle Has an Offer From a Dime 
Museum JUan. 


C m o A G O , Nov. 18—Mrs. Engle,widow 
of one of the anarchists, has received a 
letter from George Robinson, a dime 
museum man, offering her $10,000 in 
cash for the loan of Louis Lingg's re- 
mains for one year for the purpose of 
exhibiting it in the various cities of the 
United States. 
The offer was declined. 


Struck for Higher Wages.

Rising, the husband of the 
dead woman, is under arrest and it is by 
no means a certainty that Captain Mills 
was not murdered, and that he is befaides 
innoceHt of the death of Mrs. Rising.

He fell headforemost, 
his skull was fractured, the bones of the 
body broken and his face mutilated 


This was rft 4 o'clock in the afternoon, 
but McCleary lingered between life and 
death until last evening. 


Mr. McCleary was for years superin- 
tendent of the Bluffton schools. 
He 
was finely educated and was widely 
known, even in Fort Wayne. 
He was a 
brother of the late Dr. J. R. McCJeary 
and lived at Bluffton for thirty years. 
He drank hard of late and used the 
dreadful means detailed to free himself 
from its relentless grip.

THE estimate made in the report of 
consumption of timber by the railroads 
shows that 100,000,000 acres or one- 
fifth of our present forest area have 
been stripped for this purpose during 
the last fifty years and that the next 
fifty will very likely call for double 
that amount. 
A good deal of stress is 
aid, and justly, upon the great loss en- 
tailed by the absence of facilities, 
where much of the timber is taken, for 
utilizing the inferior grades of material 
and the leaving. Any one familiar with 
the history of lumbering in Michigan 
or Wisconsin can well understatk«Z this. 
"^Vhen the business was first begun 
nothing was taken but the best, and 
what was left to decay or nsed in filling 
np marshes would have made ^ ^ y a 
lumber merchant rioh ten years later.

The Dangers of Foot-BalL 


The game is as safe as any outdoor 
game can well be, provided it is played 
with the careful preparation and train- 
ing which are the rule in the larger 
colleges; it is a dangerous and unfit 
game when men undertake to play it 
without such preparation and training. 
In the season of last year, two fatal 
accidents were reported; both occurred 
in colleges which were attempting to 
play the game as it is played by the 
leading teams, without any of the 
preparation which they find an essential. 
The writer, who has been in the habit 
of attending the regular games of the 
college, with which he is connected, haa 
felt under obligations to be equally 
consistent in attending the daily prac- 
tice games of the men, in order to 
watch the preliminary training; and he 
must confess to a great respect for the 
good sense and good management of 
the under-graduates who have the mat- 
ter in charge. 
'The University team' is 
selected provisionally; it is pitted daily 
against a second, or 'scrub,' team of 
somewhat larger numbers; both teams 
are kept under careful training and 
supervision; the playing is made short 
and as gentle as possible at first, until 
the men begin to become ' h a r d t h e 
playing is then gradually lengthened 
and made more severe, as the men be 
come able to endure it; and, by the 
time the season comes to its last game, 
the players are able to endure with im- 
punity treatment which would be daa» 
gerous to men who are 'soft,' or out of 
condition. 
After the first few weeks 
are over, and serious playing haa be- 
gun, men who have not yet played are 
not encouraged, or, in extreme cases, 
even allowed, to play on the 'scrub' 
team; the manners think it inadvisa- 
ble to run any risks. The players are 
not only brought to a point of physical 
condition which makes it a pleasure to 
watch them; they are taught how to 
fall, when a fall is inevitable, in such a 
way as to retain control of the ball 
without hazarding a broken bone or a 
dislocation. "When the closing games 
come on, the player can take what 
seems to the spectator a frightful 
fall, not only without a bruise, but so 
skillfully that it is regularly necessary 
for his opponent to 'hold him down' 
le^t he rebound and take to his heels 
again. 
The preliminary practice games 
can hardly be more severe elsewhere 
than at Princeton; and yet the writer 
has never seen a serious accident occur 
there. 
An accident may occur, of 
course, and will give no warning of its 
coming, but its coming haa been put as 
far as possible out of the range of prob- 
ability. 
But if men in other colleges 
wished to plliy foot-ball, as should be 
the case, they must not ignore the sys- 
tematic course of preparation, take the 
final playing of a well-trained team as a 
model, and attempt to imitate it. It is 
from such folly that the recurring acci- 
dents in foot-ball come. With good 
physical condition in the players, the 
requisite training, and suitable grounds, 
the game is not only one of the best of 
outdoor sports, but one of the safest." 
—The 
Century.

Drinking is a sea custom not yet dead 
—at least if it is dead, the fault is not 
Jack's, says a writer in the London 
Telegraph. 
But, even though the eco- 
nomical principles of owners had suf- 
fered perpetuation of the practice on 
shipboard, I question whether the most 
bibulous of the present race of sailoM 
could carry it to the height to which it 
was formerly raised. I suppose the 
very biggest drink on record is that re- 
ated by Dampier. He relates that 
here came on board his ship one Capt. 
lawlins, the commander of a small 
iew England vessel, along with a Mr. 
John Hooker. 
They were asked into 
the cabin to drink, and a bowl was 
made containing six quarts. "Mr. 
Hooker being drunk to by Capt. Raw- 
lins, who pledged Capt. Hudswell, and, 
having the bowl in his hand, said that 
le was under an oath to drink but three 
draughts of strong liquor a day, and 
putting the bowl to his head turned it 
off at one draught, and so making him- 
self drunk, disappointed us of our ex- 
aectationa until we had made another

Twelve pints to a swallow, without a 
sigh between! But then hard drinking 
was the custom, not on the privateers 
oaaly, but of the whole seafaring race of 
early times. They were educated to it 
by liberal doses of grog. The allow- 
ance sometimes rose to a pint of rum 
aer man a day. In the French, Span- 
sh, and Portuguese ships, and very 
often in the Dutch, sailors' courage be- 
fore an action was nearly invariably 
helped 'j^ jacks of brandy, and the 
doses were repeated while the fight 
proceeded, a bumper being handed bo^ 
iween the guns. 
The men, frenzied b/ 
drink, would mix gunpowder with thM 
spirits, supposing that, thus prepared, 
there was no better liquor for heroes. 
I think it need not be doubted thaX 
more actions were lost than gained by 
this custom. 
How should a drunken 
gunner aim his piece ? and what mis- 
chief (save to one another) could a mob 
of inebriated small-arms men do in the 
tops or along the quarter-deck? But 
if privateersmen could be found abile to 
swallow six quarts at a draught, they 
had customs besides that of d r i n ^ g 
which must have tended to make Ihem 
desperately hardy-seasoned men. It 
was their practice to keep their ships 
dear, so that the deck was the only bed 
they had to lie upon. No hammocks 
were allowed, no chairs or tables; they 
took their meals upon the deck and lay 
apon it; preserving, in this direction, 
the old tradition of the buccaneers, 
who denied themselves every imagina- 
ble comfort and convenience that they 
might never be mistaken for anything 


were. 


An Execnf/!on In Korea* 


Writing of Eor«a a correspondent of 
the San Francisco Chronicle 
says: 
The manner of killing criminals is pe- 
culiar and is especially obnoxious to 
the Catholic Christians, who are 
abundant in this country. An ordinary 
Roman cross is set up on a huge cart 
drawn by oxen. The man is tied to 
this with arms extended, and he is thus 
drawn through the streets. A crier 
precedes the procession, announcing 
the crime for which the man is being 
punished. 
His friends are allowed to 
follow and protest his innocence and 
bewail his sad fate, but as the punish 
ment is usually visited apon the family 
if the treason has been glaring the fol- 
lowing of friends is apt to be rather 
small. 


There are two places of execution at 
the capital One, seldom used, is in 
the city, while the chief places is just 
outside the west gate on a hillside, 
where the immense crowds upon the 
city wall and other high places can get 
a good view of the interesting sight. 
Whether the prisoner in his exhausted 
state, has succumbed to the torture on 
the crosw or not, on arriving at the 
place of execution he is placed face 
downward, with his neck upon a block, 
when, by one stroke, if it is a good one, 
the heavy sword severs the head from 
the body. The hands and feet are then 
cut oflf, and the mutilated body is car- 
ried back into the city and laid, chest 
downward, in one of the streets, where 
it must lay for three days. 


It is refreshiug to note that the 
people, and even the dogs, avoid that 
street for the time being, and the ad- 
joining shops are closed. 
They count 
from the evening when the body is laid 
out till daylight of the third day, so 
that the body only lies there one day 
in reality. The foreigners resident in 
the capital during the time following 
the emeute of 1884, when so many 
political 
criminals 
were 
executed, 
often stumbled upon these horrible 
sights in their journeyings about the 
streets. On one occasion when the 
bodies were near the legations the rep- 
resentatives combined and afiked for 
their removaL 


It should be mentioned thait the hu- 
man« king is opposed to this practice, 
which custom seems still to demand. 
; [n case the accuser should be proved 
an impostor and to have accused the 
man falsely, the prisoner or his friends 
have the right to demand an eye from 
him. Their method of obtaining the 
organ is quite novel, and if well per- 
formed it is more expeditious than ia 
the modern smgical method of eneu- 
cleation. 
The culprit is made to stoop 
over and is then hit with the loaded end 
of a flexible stick upon a spot on the 
back of the head, when the eye pro- 
trudes sufficiently so that it may be cut 
off. If, however, the people who wish 
the eye are not prompt in doing the 
cutting operation the prisoner may 
quickly replace the eye and possess ii 
thereafter in peace, all of which is said 
to have been done many times, but un- 
fortunately has not been witnessed, aa 
vet. bv-foreieners.

with the careful preftaration and train- 
DC which are the ml* in the larger 
colleges; it is a dangerous and an fit 
rime when men undertake to play it 
ntbout soch preparation and training. 
[n the aeaaon of last year, two fatal 
accilents were reported; loth occurred 
in college* which were attempting to 
ilar the game a* it U played by the 
eading teams, without any of the 
^reparation which tbej find an essential. 
The writer, who has been in the habit 
of attending thn regular games of the 
college, with which he ia connected, has 
felt under obligations to be equally 
consistent in attending the daily prac- 
tice games of the men, in order to 
watch the preliminary training; and ha 
mn»t confess to a great respect for the 
good sense and pood manaffemeut of 
the under-graduates who hare the mat- 
ter in charge. 'The Vmrersity team' is 
arlected provisionally; it is pitted daily 
against a second, or V-rnb,' team of 
somewhat larger numbers; both teams 
are kept under careful training and 
supervision; the playing ia made short 
and as gentle as possible at first, until 
the men begin to become 'haril;' the 
playing is then gradually lengthened 
and made more severe, as the men b« 
come able to endure it; and, by the 
time the season comes to its last game, 
the players are alile to endure with im- 
punity treatment which would be du> 
gt^rnus to men who are *0oft,' or out cf 
condition. After the first few weeks 


over, and serious playing has be- 


gun, men who hare not yet played are 
out encouraged, or. in extreme cases, 
even allowed, to play on the 'scrub' 
team; the managers think it inadvisa- 
ble to run any risks.
